Proposed tax 
worries local

An effort to raise revenue for the 
city of Provo by implementing a tax 
on all motel and hotel room trans- 
actions has Provo innkeepers con- 
cerned that the tax is unfair. 

In Tuesday’s council meeting, 
council members heard mainly 
opposition from innkeepers who 
say they feel the city is out of touch 
with the difficulties hotel.owners 
are facing economically. 

At press time, the council had not 
yet taken a vote on the issue but 
was leaning toward voting on a 
continuance which would delay act- 
ing on the resolution until innkeep- 
ers have a better idea of the 
specifics of the tax. 

“I’m getting feedback that the 
innkeepers have not had adequate 
time to respond to this issue,” said 
Provo Mayor Michael Hill, who 
drew applause from the audience 
for suggesting that the council not 
vote on the issue immediately. 

One hotel official suggested that 
the council does not understand the 
nature of the industry. 

“T think right at this moment (the 
city council) is a-little out-of line,” 
said John Bramwell, general man- 
ager of the CottonTree Inn, who 
told the council that 25 percent of 
hotel rooms in the city are facing 
bankruptcy or foreclosure. 

“Right now there are two bank- 
rupt properties in town,” Bramwell 
said. I’m finding it pretty irrespon- 
sible that as a city, they’re not only 
putting a higher tax burden on us,

By 1992, that propor- 
tion had increased to 31.4 percent, said the 
study, entitled “Fertility of American Women: 
June 1992.” 

The figures also show that more women are 
waiting to have children after they have com- 
pleted their education and established them- 
selves in careers.

Summer students who need fall 
employment should begin looking 
now for campus work, a BYU 
employment official said.

Morrell said she recommends stu- 
dents bring enough money to sup- 
port themselves for the first semes- 
ter of the year because finding a job 
may taketime. . 

The employment office also offers 
booklets containing helpful infor- 
mation about how students can 


enhance their chances of getting a 
job, Morrell said. 

“The complaint we get most is 
that applicants don’t dress appro- 
priately for the type of work they 
are seeking,” she said. 

Morrell said students should not 
limit themselves to on-campus jobs. 

“Persistence is a key,” she said. 
“Students should look off campus 
as well. There are some wonderful 
employment opportunities in the 
community.” 

A listing of off-campus employ- 
ment opportunities is posted at the 
base of the first floor stairs in the 
Abraham Smoot Building. 

Matthew Winsor, 23, a senior 
from Riverside, Calif.,; majoring in 
math education, is seeking his 
third job through the student 
employment office. 

“The job listings are helpful,” 
Winsor said. “I found two jobs here 
in the past. You just have to be 
patient.” 

Assistant Administrative Vice 
President Carolyn Lloyd said BYU 
is committed to student employ- 
ment.

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Price report ends inflation worries 


.WASHINGTON — The most favorable wholesale price report in more 
than two years dispelled lingering worries that inflation might be start- 
ing to accelerate. 

Prices paid by wholesalers and others to producers such as farms and 
factories fell 0.3 percent in June, pulled down by a record drop in veg- 
etable prices, the Labor Department said Tuesday. It was the best show- 
ing since March 1991. In May, the index was unchanged. 

“T wouldn’t say inflation is dead, but you can’t find much out there,” 
said economist Sung Won Sohn of Norwest Corp. in Minneapolis. 

The decline was propelled in part by a 37.9 percent plunge in Peeeabic 
prices, breaking the old record of 35.2 percent set in August 1965. But 
the cost of many other items, from gasoline to tobacco to girl’s clothing to 
pasta, also fell. 

The news is expected to be almost as good Wednesday when the depart- 
ment releases its Consumer Price Index for June, which measures the 
price of goods and services at the retail level. 

Taken together, the May and June inflation reports should lay to rest 
worries that flared in financial markets after both producer and con- 
sumer prices rose faster than expected during the first four months of 
the year. 


Bush subpoenaed in Irag loan case 


WASHINGTON — Former President George Bush has been subpoe- 
naed in the trial of an Atlanta banker accused of making $5.5 billion of 
unauthorized loans to Iraq, a lawyer said today. 

Bush has been asked to submit documents and to appear in the trial of 
Christopher Drogoul, former director of the Atlanta branch of the 
Italian-government’s Banca Nazionale del Lavoro, said Robert Simels, 
the defense attorney. 

Drogoul pleaded guilty to some of the charges but withdrew the plea 
last summer. The trial is scheduled for September 8. 

By subpoenaing Bush, the defense hopes to prove that Drogoul was a 
tool in a far larger U.S., Italian, British and German government scheme 
to help Iraqi President Saddam Hussein defeat Iran during the bitter 
eight-year war between the two Persian Gulf neighbors. 


Gun violence in children studied 


ATLANTA — Most doctors only treat victims of the violence that has 
become epidemic among America’s youth. Mark Rosenberg is trying to 
prevent the bloodshed. 

He’s leading a new public health battle by the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention — a radical effort to control youth violence that’s 
drawing criticism from other scientists and the gun lobby. 

“Kids are killing kids and we think it’s a fact of life in this country,” 
said Rosenberg, the CDC’s top expert on violence. 

But how do doctors stop a teen-age shootout that killed a 13-year-old 
passerby as she walked home from an Atlanta library? Or keep a 
Kentucky 17-year-old from taking his class hostage and killing a teacher 
and janitor? Or prevent a 13-year-old boy in Pennsylvania from shooting 
himself because an official spotted the gun he brought to class? 

That’s what the CDC is spending more than $6 million to learn — what 
puts children at risk and how to lessen the chance they'll grab a weapon 
at the first sign of conflict. 


Drill remains sole robber in custody 


NEW YORK — The bank robbers were determined to distance them- 
selves from the dirty work. 

While they sat in a van across the street from a Queens bank, they let 
an unusual accomplice labor to break into a night depository drop. 

The not-so-silent partner: an automatic hydraulic drill. 

“Never seen anything like it,” said Detective Thomas Reczinski of the 
police department’s major case squad. “We’ve seen drills used before, but 
not without the robbers.” 

Police were still searching for the robbers Tuesday after they failed in 
their burglary attempt. In custody was a 4-foot-tall industrial drill 
attached to a wheeled cart with a car battery and a tangle of wires and 
hoses. 

Investigators believe the drill would have needed about a half-hour to 
penetrate the masonry and steel protecting the box. It never got that far. 

Janitors at a supermarket that shares a wall with the bank heard a 
strange noise and called police. Moments later, they spotted a rusty 
white van speeding away. 

When the police arrived, the contraption the robbers left behind was 
still humming away.

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Symbols of Provo’s Freedom Parade more 
than money, image or sponsorship 


America has its stars and stripes, red, white and blue, parades and Nu Skin. 
These are symbols of freedom, allegiance and opportunity. 

Provo City is no exception to the patriotic dream of utilizing the free enter- 
prise market. 

Perhaps in an attempt to capture the spirit of America and maintain the 
quality of Provo’s annual July 4th parade, city officials have designated Nu 
Skin International, Inc. as the official sponsor. The parade name has been 
changed to “America’s Freedom Festival Nu Skin Parade.” ' 

The Provo-based company intends to continue building the quality of the 
parade. They hope with financial help and other assistance the parade can be 
sent to all parts of the country via satellite. 

Does our community parade really need to expand? 

Would the people on the East Coast actually want to see the Miss Salem roy- 
alty on a float being pulled by a truck? Or would various sponsoring logos 
overpower their perceptions of our unique valley? 

How about a local children’s theatrical group recreating their favorite fairy 
tale scene? Would this portray to the country that Utah has family values? 

In a patriotic theme such as.a parade, there needs to be a distinction 
between sponsorship and excessive advertising. 

The situation before us would suggest that money has the same status and’ 
importance as “America” and “Freedom.” 

It can be argued that there is a mixed reception from the media to the use of 
a sponsor’s name. Mostly they realize that the sponsor’s money can be the 
lifeline that keeps a sports or an arts event going. 

Companies sponsoring the arts tend to take a slightly different view than 
companies who sponsor sports. A company sponsoring an international golf 
tournament will probably be doing so because of major TV coverage. 

Art events fare pretty poorly in the name awareness and advertising stakes. 
Logos may appear on a racing driver’s car but you won’t find the second violin 
sullying his evening suit with a sponsor’s name. 

A double standard must separate sports endorsements from art events, 
especially patriotic formats. 

What then, is the role of a sponsor? 

A simple definition of sponsorship is a versatile medium which transcends 
all the boundaries of marketing and public relations. But, simply because of 
its enormous versatility, it is surprisingly often misunderstood. 

Sponsorship is a sort of piggy-back ride where the sponsoring company pays 
a fee for a multitude of benefits that only the sponsored organization can give 
and, in return, receives financial and perhaps other support enabling it to 
operate successfully. 

This type of activity should never be confused with the giving of money with 
no benefits or public acknowledgement expected. Many major companies 
make donations to charities and other worthy institutions, and this alone can 
run into many millions. : 

The Provo Freedom Festival Committee has done nothing wrong or illegal 
by selecting an official sponsor. It seems however that businesses, when 
placed in this perspective, becomes more important than the freedoms most 
citizens of America enjoy. 

America is more than an opportune country. It is a power that we have with- 
in ourselves that can move us as far as our ambition and dreams will allow.

Funding allocations 
need review

How much is $3,000? Depends on how 
one spends it. 

Lora will be a freshman at BYU this 
coming September — maybe. In her 


California high school of 1400 students, 


Lora was the student-body president, cap- 
tain of the swim team, editor of the school 
paper and a seminary graduate. With a 
challenging course load that included 
numerous Advanced Placement classes, 
Lora earned a perfect GPA of 4.0 and was 
her school valedictorian. On the A.C.T. 
she scored a 30, placing her at the 98th 
percentile nationally. She was welcomed 
at BYU with a half-tuition scholarship. 

Jeff was a junior college student who 
wanted to transfer from Ricks to BYU. 
Jeff had earned a 3.82 GPA, taking 16 
credits a semester. This was done while 
playing junior college basketball his fresh- 
man year and then, after giving up the 
hoops after his mission, working 20 hours 
a week at a supermarket his sophomore 
year. He was named the Ricks College 
Business Student of the Year his last year 
there. Jeff, who had demonstrated the dis- 
cipline ‘necessary to be a top student, was 
denied even one cent of scholarship. Jeff 
decided to attend another university 
which was willing to defray the costs of 
tuition. 

The $3,000 dollars that were recently 
spent on a BYUSA ‘leadership training’ 
raft trip are enough to have given both 
Lora and Jeff full-tuition scholarships. My 
quarrel is not with BYUSA nor Mike Lee 
(though I must admit that their reasoning 
of “They gave it to us so we spent it” 
reminds me of logic [ve seen from federal 
agencies I’ve worked for.) I’m not writing 
to argue whether BYUSA could have 
spent the money better, but instead to 
suggest that they shouldn’t have had it to 
begin with. 

This expenditure is indicative of an 
apparent need for a re-evaluation of prior- 
ities in the budgeting process at this uni- 
versity. Recognizing that we live in a 
world of limited resources and in an eco- 
namic period that is yielding very few 
trust funds and endowments, I believe it a 
must to allocate money on a ‘zero-base’ 
budgeting format.

“That’s how we play all the time 
— aggressive,” Pete Rose said after 
the National League won 6-1 in his 
final All-Star appearance. 

Fifteen years before that, Rose 
was involved in the most famous 
play in All-Star history, running 
over Ray Fosse to:score the win- 
ning run in the bottom of the 12th 
inning at Riverfront Stadium. 
Fosse’s career was never the same 
after the collision. 

“T think a lot of it had to do with 
pride,” Frank Robinson said. “No 
matter what league I was on, I 
always felt that we had the better 
league and I wanted to win. I just 
don’t know if that’s the case any- 
more.” 

On Monday, Barry Bonds was 
asked what it would mean for the 
NL to win the All-Star game the 
next night at Camden Yards. He 
looked at Hall of Famers Bob 
Gibson and Frank Robinson, and 
others sitting on a podium around 
him. 

“It’s not like winning a World 
Series,” he said. 

“The idea is to have fun,” said 
John Kruk, the NL’s starting first 
baseman. “Someone wins, someone 
loses. Who cares?” 

Ted Williams did. Never one to 
show too much emotion on the 
field, a popular black-and-white 
film clip shows him jumping for joy 
around the bases after his two-out, 
three-run homer in the bottom of 
the ninth inning gave the AL a 7-5 
win in 1941. 

Atlee Hammaker seemed posi- 
tively devastated in 1983 when he 
gave up the only grand slam in All- 
Star play, a drive by Fred Lynn 
that sent the Americans to a 13-3 
rout, their first win since 1971. 

Last year, Cy Young winner Tom 
Glavine gave up a record nine hits 
in only 1 2-3 innings.

At this point in the season, many 
players picked for the All-Star 
game would rather go home for a 
three-day break. NL starting pitch- 
er Terry Mulholland of the Phillies 
last week said he would decline an 
invitation to attend and instead go 
fishing with his young son, but 
then changed his mind. 

California Angels’ Mark Langston 
was scheduled to start for the AL.

It is at least unusual to feel the need to defend the 
man named the National Football League’s Most 
Valuable Player for his performance in 1992. 

But I do. 

You see, Young led the NFL in passing last year 
for the second time in as many years. His team, the 
San Francisco 49ers, won more games (14) than any 
other team. 

But the hometown fans still chanted, “We want 


That would be Joe Montana, of course, the same 
Joe Montana for whom a town in Montana just 
changed its name to Joe. Yes: Joe, Montana 59336. 

Montana is the greatest quarterback in pro foot- 
ball history. He led the 49ers to four Super Bowl 
titles before injuries — he has only played one game 
in two years — and age — he is 37 — slowed the 
NFL’s all-time leading passer. San Francisco traded 
Montana to Kansas City in April, avoiding a QB 
controversy and handing Young the undisputed 
starting job he deserves. 

But I still meet 49er fans who think Young can’t 
win big games and who feel Montana will surely dis- 
cover the fountain of youth and lead K.C. — when it 
should have been San Francisco — to the Super 
Bowl.

Young has won more big games than Warren Moon 
or Troy Aikman. Perhaps Aikman has a Super Bowl 
ring, but he also has Emmitt Smith in the backfield. 

Many of Young’s problems began when San 
Francisco lost the NFC Championship game in 
1990. For 49er fans, winning is the bottom line, 
which is fine, but they unfairly pin that loss on 
Young. 

The real bottom line was that Young had orches- 
trated a comeback drive which died when Roger 
Craig — who had been to Montana what Emmitt

Smith is to Aikman but by this time was just a 
shadow of his former self — fumbled. 

It was Craig’s second, but more fatal, fumble of the 
game. Instead of scoring a touchdown or kicking a 
field goal to win, the 49ers lost 15-13 to the New 
York Giants, who went on to win the Super Bowl on 
a missed field goal attempt. 

Then in 1991, Young led the NFL in passing while 
Montana sat with an elbow injury and the 49ers 
gained only 1446 yards rushing, excluding the 415 
yards Young ran for himself. 

Still, despite the lack of support, Young was 
blamed for San Francisco’s failure to reach the play- 
offs for the first time in nine years, not cheered for 
leading the team to a’10-6 record. 

The best support Young or Montana have had — 
on the field — is receiver Jerry Rice, the greatest 
receiver in NFL history. 

Off the field, Rice has worried aloud about how 
hard it was to adjust to the way Young’s left-handed 

throws spin in the opposite direction than 
Montana’s throws did. 

But when the league named its MVP it was Young, 
not Rice, who won.

If Steve Young is the NFL’s best player, according 
to sports journalists, players and coaches, why don’t 
49er fans and players get the picture? 


It’s because fans and players hate to see their 


favorite stars and friends age, to watch the talents 
of a Muhammed Ali or Carl Yastrzemski diminish: 
They, like the athletes themselves, try to deny that 
the end has arrived. I loved watching Joe Montana, 
because he did things no one else has done. 

But so does Steve Young, and he is still in his 
prime. 

San Francisco didn’t go 14-2 last year despite 
Steve Young. Steve Young doesn’t need a physician 
for his reputation. 

But those who would smear it do.

Orem group protests

A group of residents in Orem feel 
the city is concerned more with 
increased tax revenue rather than 
the future of its residents. 

More than 85 residents attended 
the Orem Planning Commission 
meeting Wednesday, and they feel 
their concerns fell on deaf ears. 

“We don’t know what to do,” said 
Ezra ‘Bud’ Patten, 25 W. 1200 
South, the spokesman for the resi- 
dents group. “We have over 100 
signatures on our petition and 
could probably get 1,000, but it 
wouldn’t do any good. They had 
their minds made up before we got 
there.” 

The group feels that as the city 
grows, commission members listen 
more to developers than to resi- 
dents concerned about the shape 
the city is taking. 

The Orem Planning Commission 
changed both the Orem master 
plan and the PD-5 zoning require- 
ments in an effort to allow Granite 
Furniture to occupy land at 1300 
South and Main Street in Orem. 

However, the commission rejected 
Granite Furniture’s site plan, 
which will force them to present an 
alternative plan at the next meet- 
ing scheduled for July 21. 

Many of the residents that will be 
affected by the rezoning and chang- 
ing of the city’s master plan policy 
statement are unable to voice their 
concerns because of physical limi- 
tations. 

“Many people who have lived in 
this area since I moved here in 
1942 will be the ones hurt when 
this happens,” Patten said. 

The areas between 1200 and 1400 
South and between 200 East and 
200 West have been areas of con- 
troversy for several years. A $1 
million lawsuit has been filed con- 
cerning the zoning of lands next to

Patten feels that Granite 
Furniture is getting special treat- 
ment from Orem City in an effort 
to get added tax revenue from 
Provo.
